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GUERNSEY.—Castle Cornet. In the year 1643 began 
the siege ot this castle, which was then held by Sir Peter 
Osborne for the Royal sts. Cast e Cornet did not yield 
till December, 1651, and had the yroud distinction of being 
the last fortress in the British Islands to give in to the 
authority of Cromwell’s Parliament. 
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
